SHIP TORPEDOED 


GLENDALOUGH 
TWO NORTHERN 
HOLIDAY. MAKERS

WICKLOW, Thursday. 


Harry McClusker and Alice McKey, 
65 Andersontown Crescent, Belfast, 
both aged about twenty years, were 
drowned at Glendalough yesterday. 

They were on a holiday cycling tour 
and had reached the Laragh Hostel 
on Tuesday. On Wednesday evening 
they failed to return to the hostel 
from a walk, and the Warden com- 
municated with the Civic Guards. A 
search was made, and late at night 
some clothing was found on the shore 
of the Upper Lake, Glendalough. 
Dragging was begun by the Guards, 
assisted by civilians, and after several 
hours the bodies were found, near one 
another. 

No one witnessed the accident, but 
from the fact that the young woman 
was in bathing costume and had been 
seen in the lake about 3 o'clock, and 
that the young man was clothed 
except for his shoes and jacket, it is 
assumed that he jumped: into the water 
to rescue the woman when she was in 
difficulties. His watch was stopped at 
5 o'clock. 

At the inguest, Mrs. H. Edge, wife 
of the warden of Glendalough Youth 
Hostel, said that the two people 
arrived at the hostel on Tuesday even- 
ing. They had Northern Ireland 
Youth Hoste] Association cards. Hav- 
ing stayed that night they went for s 
walk at 11.30 on Wednesday morning. 
They did not return, and that night 
Mr. Edge informed the Guards. 

Edward Bolger identified the bodies 
as those of people he had seen at the 
lake during the day. © The girl had 
been swimming and the man paddling. 

The Coroner, Dr. J: P. Hamilton, 
returned a verdict that death was due 
to drowning. —

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

General Marshall, Chief of Staff or 
the United States Army, has urgently 
recommended that the selective service 
trainees, the reserve of officers and 
National Guardsmen should be &ept 
in service longer than the year con- 
templated by law.

TO OPEN NEXT 
FRIDAY 


DU8U5N people may be able 
to obtain their meat sup- 
plies at a slightly lower price 
as a result of the re-opening of 
the Dublin Cattle Markets next 
Friday. 

The markets have been closed for 
over five months—the longest period in 
their history—owing to the prevalence 
of foot-and-mouth disease. ntil con- 
ditions return to normal two markets 
will be held each week, and from these 
it is anticipated that 2,400 cattle and 
2,000 lambs will be available for export, 
while the needs of the Dublin market 
will also be supplied. Any cattle or 
sheep which will remain unsold in these 
markets will be slanghtered in the 
Dublin Abattoir and the carcases 
exported. 

One Dublin butcher told the Jrish 
Times that the re-opening of the 
market was most welcome. While the 
presence of foreign competitors in the 
market might mean that prices wouid 
be much the same as usual, there was 
a possibility that there would be a 
ae decrease im meat prices for 
Dublin people.

Licences will not be granted 
to ers or in respect of cattle pur- 
chased at fairs. The licence will cover 
the movement of stock across Dublin 
City or on. foot within a radius of 
fifteen miles of the market. A separate 
licence, which will be.obtained from the 
Department’s office in the market, will 
be needed for the movement of animals 
to the North Wall for export or to 
the Dublin Corporation Abattoir for 
slaughter.

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MR. JAMES ROBINSON 


The death occurred on Wednesday 
last of Mr, James Robinson, solicitor, 
of Gatehampton, Foxrock, and 119 St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin, Mr. Robina- 
gon was admitted a solicitor in 1890, 
and received the M.A. 
Dublin University in 1892 He was 
appointed General Solicitor for Luna- 
tics in 1918, and, on the death of Mr, 
Frank Gordon, became tem rary 
General Solicitor for Minors. i 
survived by two sons and two daughters. 
The death of Mr. Robinson was men- 
tioned by the President of the High 
Court when he sat yesterday morning 
to hear lunacy and minor matters. 
“Before I take up the list thie morn- 
ing, ” he said, “I feel it only fit that 
I should refer to the death of the 
General Solicitor. It was with great 
regret that 1 learned of it. For over 
twenty years he had been General Boli- 
vitor in Lunacy, and for some time 
ast- he had been working as General 
licitor for Minors. Speaking of the 
period during which I have been in 
charge of Junacy and minors, I can 
only say that his zeal and devotion ‘in 
the interests of the wards of Court 
have been of invaluable assistance to 
me and to the officers of this Court in 
caring for those under our charge. I 
may add that during the earlier period, 
when other judges presided over the 
Court of Lunacy and Minors, I am well 
aware that they had the same expe- 
rience of the work of the General 
Solicitor. His industry, I am afraid, 
was so great that it hastened his end. 
His fairness to all persons with whom 
he came in contact has been recognised 
for many years. Outstanding among 
his many qualities were those two 
great qualities— wonderful industry 
end fairness,’’

REV. PRINCIPAL F. J. PAUL 
The Rev. Principal F. J. Paul, 
M.A., D.D., Head of the Presbyterian 
College, Belfast, and a leading figure 
in the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, 
died sutldenly at his seaside residence, 
Portmoon, Bushmills, yesterday. He 
was about to start his motor car to 
drive to Belfast, when he collapsed 
and died within a few minutes. 
Born at Killymurris, ‘ ‘unty Antrim, 
he had a brilliant care at Queen's 
College, Belfast, and at the Royal 
University of Ireland. He was first 
among the literary scholars in each 
yeur of his undergraduate course, and 
in uddition gained the senior scholar- 
ship in ancient classics, together with 
the Porter Scholarship and the Blaney 
Exhibition, taking his M.A. degree 
with honours, 
He continued his studies afterwards 
at the New College and University 
College, Edinburgh, and at the Uni- 
versities of Leipzig, Geneva and 
Madrid. He was ordained to the 
pasturate of Bushmills in 1902, and 
served there for nine years until he 
was appointed Professor of Church 
‘History at Magee College, Derry. In 
1923 he was elected President of the 
Presbyterian College, Belfast. 

In 1929 Queen's University conferred 
uyon him the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Divinity, a like honour 
having been bestowed upon him by 
he University of Glasgow. a 
Principal Paul was connected with a 
number of learned societies. He was 
a vice-president of the Pan-Presby- 
terian Alliance and convener of the

DR. D. V. MORRIS 

Dr. D. V. Merris, who died yester-
